Young Turks have won. another vic- 
tory over Sultan Abdul Hamid, but 
whether the sultan will remain as 
sovereign of the empire is yet to be 
decided, although he has offered to 
place the affairs of government entire- 
ly in the hands of the ministers re- 
sponsible to parliament. 


Tewfik Pasha, the grand vizier, ar- 


ranged a compromise with certain in- 
fluential Constitutionalists and this 
was approved by the sultan person- 
ally,, but doubts exist whether this 
agreement will be accepted by the ma- 
jority of the Committee of Union and 
Progress or by enough of the military 
group to carry it into effect. 


„•• Besides promising to withdraw him- 
self from, administrative-' activities, 
the sultan agrees to a change in the 
personnel of the troops guarding the 
palace and the replacing of the Con- 
stantinople garrison by troops from 
the corps which has practically been 
Investing the city for four days. 


The chamber of deputies and some 


of the senators met at San Stefano 
and are now- discussing the question of 
the deposition of the sultan. 
The 


warships have gone to that place and 
officers and men have offered their 
services to the Constitutional party. 
Mahmout Schefket Pasha, commander 
of the Third army corps, has arrived 
at that place, and the concentration 
of the Investing. army is now com- 
plete.

palace awaiting the Issue. 


The authorities are 'closing their

For Three Days 


Adana, April 23.—The Immediate 


pretext for the disorders here was the 
Siiootiug by an Armenian of three 
Turks, one of whom died on April 10. 
The following evening a Moslem crowd 
beat an Armenian to %eath. 
Un- 


easiness greatly increased among the 
Armenians and several of the most 
prominent of them urgently demand- 
ing that the governor take adequate 
measures to preserve order. 


On the 14th the situation 
became 


critical. The Armenians closed their 
shops end later the Turks did like- 
wise. 
The Armenians repeated their 


demand and the governor gave as- 
surances that there would be no dis- 
turbances, whereupon the leaders of 
both sides went through the streets 
urging the shopkepers to reopen their 
places of business.

GOVERNOR LILLEY. 


Tnere were at the 
bedside Jlrs. 


George L. Lilley,. the three 
sons, 


Frederick, John and Theodore'LIlley, 
Mrs. John A. Lilley, Dr. Graves, Dr. 
Beach, Executive Secretary Goodwin 
and two nurses. 


As soon as the news was spread the 


fire bells of Hartford sounded the age 
of the dead governor, forty-nine, and 
a detachment of the First company, 
Governor's Foot Guards, immediately 
was mustered to go on duty at the 
executive mansion. 


According to Dr. Beach the govern- 


or's illness began 
four 
weeks' ago 


Monday, and when>he arrived home 
his case was almost hopeless. 
He 


was as near death as any man could 
be and -yet recover. 
His wonderful 


vitality enabled him to rally, but it 
was not sufficient to pull him through 
and the forces of disease quickly un- 
dermined his strength and constitution 
and the end c&me through the de- 
velopment of specific causes.' . 


Governor Lilley's parents came from 


Woodstock, this state, but he .was 
borri in Oxford, Mass., and as a boy 
worked on the farm, struggling to get 
an ordinary education. His industry- 
led him into employment which event- 
ually set him on his feet and enabled 
liim to work out his carrer. 


Governor Lilley entered politics af- 


ter a long'perlod of a driving business 
life, in which he accumulated con- 
siderable means, in the wholesale beef 
trade as the Waterbury partner of the 
Swift company, the Chicago packers. 
He had also gone into real estate, In- 
vesting heavily in communities which 
have had large Industrial growth. 


A little more than a year ago Lilley,' 


while a member of congress, brought 
about an inquiry into the submarine 
boat situation, during which he bore 
the brunt of a fierce attack. 
This 


undermined his health and he came 
home last May. 
The committee of 


inquiry found against him. 


Lilley did not return again to Wash- 


ington. 
He had long desired to be 


governor of the state and the situation 
had shaped itself so that his friends 
had control in the state. After a vigor- 
ous campaign in the primaries. In 
which he won overwhelmingly, he was 
nominated in the September conven- 
tion. 
The pre-election canvass was

North Dakota at the Fore River ship- 
yards. The Quincy concern was rac- 
ing with the Newport News 
Ship- 


building & Drydock 
Company 
of 


Newport News, Va., builders of 
the 


sister ship Delaware,' to 
see which, 


could have its ship ready for delivery 
to the Navy Department ahead, 
and 


thus win the honor of having com- 
pleted the first American 
"Dread- 


nought." The local yard at one time 
had a lead of about ten per cent, and 
this has now been narrowed to only 
about four per cent, with the pros- 
pect that it may be eliminated entire- 
ly. 
The plan had been, until this 


week, to give the North Dakota her 
trials in October and to deliver her 
to the Government by Jan. 1, 1910. 
Evidently the trials will be postpon- 
ed.

The trouble has been caused by the 


failure of the Midvale Steel Company 
to deliver all of its armor. The con-
